cards. Even a year ago, when the 
burden was not so heavy, m any 
gifts arrived after the holiday be­ 
cause of a late rush of m ailings.

Tuberculosis is passed to others 
by close association or repeated 
contact with a person who is suf­ 
fering from the diease. No inter­ 
m ediate person is responsible for 
transm ission of the tubercle bacilli, 
the germ which causes tuberculous 
infection. 
Generally, tuberculosis is refer­ 
red to as the disease which attacks 
the lungs, although other organs 
may be affected, such as glands, 
bones, intestines, etc. When parts 
of the body other than the lungs 
{are infected with tuberculosis, it is 
likely th at the lungs were the first 
point of contact, and th a t germ s 
later spread to other organs. Na­ 
ture rushes to defense of the body 
when the germ s enter, and, in th*e 
case of the lungs, form a w all of 
tough, fibrous tissue around th e 
infected spot known as a scar. All 
this m ay occur unbeknownst to 
the individual, and if good health 
standards are m aintained nothing 
further may happen. The germ s 
will die and only the scar rem ains 
to show th at there has been in­ 
fection.

But—w ith careless habits, over­ 
crowded 
living 
conditions, 
poor 
nourishm ent, frequent colds and 
other w artim e factors contributing 
to rundown conditions, the germ s 
may rem ain alive behind n atu re’s 
protective 
wall 
and 
eventually 
break through and cause active in­ 
fection. H ealthy lung tissue is thus 
destroyed because weakened body 
defenses cannot act fast enough to 
keep ahead of the germ s. 
Even 
yet, sym ptom s of the disease such 
as loss of weight, “fussy appetite,” 
a slight cough or traces of blood 
in the sputum may not appear for 
several years. But meanwhile, the 
disease has progressed and the in­ 
fected person may have passed tu ­ 
berculosis on to others by close 
association. 
A chest x-ray is a positive means 
of determ ining for sure w hether 
you have tuberculosis. Such serv­ 
ice is available to all through the 
local health center. 
C hristm as seals m ake possible 
a year-round educational, prevent­ 
ive, and clinical battle against tu ­ 
berculosis. 
But it is up to every 
person to do his p art in this battle 
by keeping in good health, insist­ 
ing oil rigid sanitation in his home 
and city and by urging others to 


do the same. In this way, tubercu­ 
losis will eventually be conquered 
and the world will be rid of a dis­ 
ease which still kills more p er­ 
sons between the ages of 15 and 
45 than any other.

Two jars for liquids is another 
good idea—one for fruit juices and 
the other for the cooking liquid 
from vegetables. F ru it juices can 
go into a chilled fruit drink, a gel­ 
atin salad or dessert, or a sauce for 
cake or pudding. Vegetable liquors 
can give flavor, vitamins and m in­ 
erals to soups, cream sauce, gravy 
or vegetable juice beverages. 
Potatoes are one of our easiest- 
-to -use leftovers and yet are fre ­ 
quently wasted. 
They fit nicely 
into soup, stew or salad. They are 
good 
hash-browned, 
creamed 
or 
sliced and browned with a bit of 
minced onion, diced bacon or ham. 
Mashed potatoes can be made into 
cakes and browned quickly, and 
they make a fine lining or top­ 
ping for a vegetable or meat pie. 
Try combining bits of leftover 
vegetables with a cream sauce, or 
a tomato sauce that has plenty of 
zest, for a delicious vegetable cas­ 
serole or scallop. 
Bits of cooked 
vegetables can also go into soups, 
salads and sandwich fillings. No 
m atter how small the portion, it 
need not be wasted. 
There are a number of interest­ 
ing ways to use leftover cooked 
cereal. 
It can be reheated with 
chopped dried fruit such as figs 
or prunes and served as cereal. Or 
turn it into a mould, chill it, slice 
and fry it. Served piping hot with 
syrup or honey, or some of your 
own preserves or jelly, it is a fine 
luncheon or supper dish. 
Cooked 
cereal can be used, too, as a bind­ 
er for meat loaf or meat bails.

Because of the increase in Fed­ 
eral admission taxes which are ex­ 
pected to be in force soon, the 
conference admission rates for all 
high school pupils to basketball 
and 
football gam es at 
foreign 
schools wras raised to 35 cents in­ 
cluding tax. A t A rlington H eights 
the sam e admission rate will pre­ 
vail fo r adults w hether students 
or not. E lem entary school pupils 
will be adm itted for 15 cents in­ 
cluding tax. 
Due to travel 
difficulties the 
conference m eetings will be held 
a t A rlington H eights or L iberty­ 
ville which are the m ost central­ 
ly located schools. Ration points 
have also forced the discontinuance 
of the usual dinner m eetings for 
the duration.

seven for each 
school instead of the six gam es 
which have been played in the 
past. In the fall of 1944 those

event. W inner of the Nobel Prize, seven of her novels have been 
chosen by the Book-of-the-Month Club; whatever she writes is sure 
to be widely read and discussed. Her latest 
novel is "The Promise,” a sequel to "D rag­ 
on Seed.” 
"The Promise” tells a poignant love 
story of a Chinese boy and girl of widely 
separated classes. The hero is Sheng, the 
youngest son of the peasant-farmer, Ling 
Tan. In "Dragon Seed” Sheng had become 
a guerrilla fighter. Here, he is a full-fledged 
soldier of the Chinese Army, fighting in 
Burma. The heroine is Mayli, whose spirit 
of independence is so difficult for those 
brought up in ancient tradition to under­ 
stand. 
However, it is not the love story in "The Promise” that has 
aroused so much discussion. It’s what the author has to say of Ying 
and Mei, as the Chinese call England and the United States. Some 
readers may find Miss Buck unduly bitter about the disaster in Burma, 
but whether you agree with her or not, 
you have to respect her immense integrity 
and courage.

End oi European 
war won’t solve 
hauling problem

An early end of the European 
w ar would not ease shipping prob­ 
lems besetting farm ers and live­ 
stock men, because railroads would 
have to move materials to the 
west coast or the Pacific battle­ 
fronts, says H. G. M. Case, head 
of the departm ent of agricultural 
economics. 
University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 
Railroads have moved 80 per 
cent more freight than in 1918, al­ 
though there were 75 per cent few­ 
er cars available. 
This was ac­ 
complished by moving the cars 50 
per cent faster, loading them IO 
per cent heavier and cutting the 
time required for loading and un­ 
loading, Case points out. 
“This heavy traffic wears out the 
cars and, when farm ers turn to 
trucks for relief, they come face 
to face with a lire shortage and 
worn out machines, of which not 
more than 2 per cent can be re­ 
year on account of the 
scarcity of new trucks,” he says. 
Old tires should be recapped, be­ 
cause the old casings arc more sa t­ 
isfactory for heavy loads than the 
new ones becoming available. One 
of the best solutions is for farm ers 
to accept shipments of fertilizer, 
building materials, feed and other 
supplies as early as possible in or- 
dei to spread out the demand for 
shipping space. 
There may also 
be the need to fuguist the m arket­ 
ing of large numbers of livestock
